Unwelcome showers fell on Ad­ 
ams county orchards and farms to­ 
day, further reducing the farmers' 
chances of being able to bring their 
hay and grain crops under shelter 
before great damage is done. 
W heat shocks that have stood in 
the fields ainee 
the 
first of 
the 
m onth are beginning to show green 
in many places where the grains, 
soaked for days. are sprouting. The 
straw la discolored and if the wheat 
does become dry enough to permit 
hauling, farmers say the grain will 
shell out of the heads and result in 
further loss. 
Som e early oats in shock Ls in 
the sam e condition, while the great­ 
er part of the crop in the county 
remains yet to be cut. It is ripe but 
the fields, soaked by the frequent 
rains of the last two weeks, are too 
"soft” to allow the use of heavy m a­ 
chinery. 
Com in low land 
Is 
suffering, 
too. the farmers say, both from too 
much rain and from the fact that 
It is too wet to cultivate the fields. 
Hucksters at market today said 
that 
their 
gardens

patches are the worse for the inter­ 
m ittent rains. 
Bean stalks are rot­

MOS. AFTER 2D 
ROOSEVELTTERM 


W ashington.

< AP).— 
President Roosevelt completed to­ 
day the first six m onths of his sec­ 
ond term, during which Democratic 
ranks have divided over his court 
reorganization propasal in contrast 
to their solidarity in 1933. 
On January 20 the Chief Execu­ 
tive was inaugurated for the second 
time. 
Democrats held the biggest 
majorities in both Houses th a t anv 
party had enjoyed since the Civil 
war. 
Mr. Roosevelt himself had 
been 
re-elected 
by 
the 
greatest 
popular vote plurality in history. 
“In every land there are always 
at work forces th a t drive m en apart 
and forces th at draw men together,” 
he told a rain-soaked throng after 
taking the oath. 
Two weeks later he proposed the 
qourt reroganization bill. 
It be­ 
came a nationw ide Issue, bringing 
predictions of a new political align­ 
m ent in 1938 or 1940. 
During the first half year of the 
President’s original term , on the 
other hand. Congress in a 100-day 
special session enacted the broad 
outlines of the new deal. 
Democrats voted with Mr. Roose­ 
velt almost unanim ously, and many 
of his measures got more Republi­ 
can support than opposition. 
This session of Congress, however, 
has moved slowly and has devoted 
most of its attention to routine, ex­ 
cept for the court bill. 
Party lead­ 
ers said there no longer was need 
for the speed th a t characterized 
passage of em ergency measures in 
1933. 
The chief perm anent legislation 
has included the revised Guffey coal 
act, the B ankhead-Jones farm ten­ 
ancy bill, and a new neutrality act. 
Outside of Congress, new 
diffi­ 
culties arase. The President learn­ 
ed in March th a t revenue receipts 
were far lower th a n the treasury's 
estimates. Tins forced a revision of 
the budget and abandonm ent of his ! 
immediate plans for balancing the 
1938 budget.

Sewed to the woman’s dross was 
a sm all piece of cloth, bearing the 
nam e “Irm a L. Pradler.” 
Police 
judged it m ight be the nam e of a 
dressm aker or the nam e of th e vic­ 
tim. 
Tile Vivian Gordon m urder was 
one of the city’s most spectacular 
crimes. 
It climaxed a period when 
gang rides as a means of elim inat­ 
ing 
competitors in 
the field 
of 
bootlegging, the 
policy game and 
the various rackets which flourished 
so m ightily in prohibition days, had 
become fairly common. 
In recent weeks there appears to 
have been revival of the ride as a 
means to an unpleasant end. 
Last 
week two ride victims were found 
in Brooklyn. 
W hether they 
were 
bootleggers’ victims or were killed 
in a policy racket warfare the po­ 
lice have yet to determine. 
Before today’s crime, the m ast 
recent case of the killing of a wom­ 
an took place about two weeks ago 
in a cheap little hotel on the lower 
east side. 
A young woman, stra n ­ 


gled with a silk stocking, was found 
lying across the bed of a room she 
hat! engaged with a m an. Her iden­ 
tity is still a mystery.
